The experts may be-right, but for 
our own part we do not see how any railway 
running through a rich and populous eoun- 
try can fail to pay, provided it be decently 
managed, From the foreign investor’s point 
of view, however, it does not greatly matter 
whether this particular line pays or not, as 
‘repayment of the capital invested with in- 
terest thereon is guaranteed by the Chinese 
Government. The concession, however, 
whether valuable or  wor:hless, has 
gone intu foreign hands, having been 
granted to a Belgian’ Company with French 
‘and ‘Russian backing.

THE WATER-CARRIAG! SYSTEM 
_ AND THE WATEL SUPPLY. -

At the meeting uf the Sanitary Board on 
Thursday last the question of the water 
carriage system was once more raised, in‘ 

_ connection with certain applications which 
had been made to the Board for permission 
‘to introduce water-closets. The Director 
of Public Works, in proposing that one of 
the applications should be granted, pointed 
out that whilst some 109,500 gallons of 
+ water per year would he consumed they 
“had just added a reservoir which in: 
_ creased the water supply of the colony by 
80,000,000 gallons per year. Taking this as 
. “his text, correspondent, writing “over the

‘‘ Water aud diseasg in. Hongkong,” in 
which he opposes the “watér-carringe system, 
on tke ground of the scarcity of water. 
Opinion in the colony, both amongst scien- 
tists and laymeén, is strongly divided on the 
abstract merits of the water-carringe and 
bucket systems, but even the strongest 
advocates of the former must admit that 
their system is unworkable without an 
adequate water sup; ly.- The Hon. R. D. 
OrmsBy points to the fact that we have just 
added to our storage a reservoir of 9 capacity 
of 30,000,000 gallons, the Wongneichong 
reservoir to wit, and for this addition the 
colény has reason to be gratetul. While 
the capacity of the reservoir is put down at 
30,000,000, gallons, the yield of itsentchment 
area ig estimated atsome 65,000,000, namely, 
50,000,000 between May and August and 
15,0Q0,000 between September and April, 
so that it is really more valuable than the 
figures of its storage capacity would repre- 
sent. Taking it at its best, however, the 
Wongneichong reservoir does not represent 
such au addition to our supply as would 
justify any extravagance in the use of water. 
Tytam aud Pokfulum reservoirs have proved 
insufficient for *the colony's requirements 
and Wongneicheong in itseif will not prove 
sufficient to make good the «deficiency. The 
monthly consumption is over 90,000,000 
gallous when the supply is constant, and 
last month, under the intermittent sys- 
tem, it was over 56,000,000 gallons, so 
that the Wongneicheong reservoir, even if 
full to overflowing at the commencement 
ofthe dry season, would only give us an 
additional fortnight or three weeks’ supply, 
supposing our requirements to remain 
stationary ; but having regard to the steady 
increase in the population, the increase in 
the consumption will in the course of three 
years overtake increased supply afforded by 
Wongneicheong and we will be relatively 
in no better a position than we are to- 
day. For our own part, we believe in 
the theoretical advantages of the water- 
carriage system and would be glad 
to see it adopted in all. European 
houses did the circumstances permit of it, 
but while the water supply remains in- 
adequate or precarious the extended use of 
water-closets appears most inadvisable, not 
only as increasing the consumption of water 
but also as creating a possible source of 
disense when the water supply runs short.

ing our petition proposing that the Lekin on 
Kerosine Oilin the nine departments of Can- 
~ ton, Shu Liang, Waichaw, Nam Heng, &., &e., 
should be farmed out as on a previous occasion 
to Chen Fuk-cheung, and directing us to in- 
struct the aforesaid Chen to carry on the bnsi- 
ness in 8 satisfactory manner. We are further 
to instruct the Pu Chao Chie (Supplementary 
Lekin Office) to call upon the former farmer té 
report the sums collected on accdunt of lekin 
after. the month of November, 1898, together 
with the books, &o., in order to make up the 
accounts and to fix a date for the transfer (from 


the old to the new) in order to avoid the possi-" 


bility of fraud. 


‘Che same day we received from Goverice Lu. 


a communication in the same sense sanctioning 
the above mentioned arrangement and directing 
us to issue a proclamation and establish the farm.

“It has long been known that Lantan Island 
and Lamme Island have frequently been resorted 
to by bad characters, who have committed 


robberies with impunity. It has been made.|. 


abundantly evident dtring the week, -however, 
that the police are determined to puta stop to 
these dapredations by showing the evil-doer 
that no éxertion will be spared with the view ‘ 
bringing them to justice. 

On the 23rd May Inspector - Gillies, a 


is in charge“of the station at Cheung Chau, ' 


reported that’ a band of 20 armed robbers 
had attacked five houses -in the village of 
Moi Wah, Lantau Island,. at 10°30 am, on 
the 2{st inst. and had cleared off with clothing 
and property/of different sorts of the valne of 
8112, having previously shot at and wounded 
an old man and a girl of 19. They left in-two 
Chinchew fishing boats, apparently going in 
-the direction of Lamma Island. 

In consequence of this report Captain 
Superintendent May, with Detective-Sergeants 
Sullivan and Sim, went to Lantau on the 
morning of the 24th, and then took’ the com- 
plainants along with them to Lamma Island: 
They landed at Yung Shui Wan village. 
Catching sight of a man bolting along the 
back of the village Sim gave chase and suc- 
ceeded in catching him. He found on him 
a box of revolver cartridges and also a 
piece of rezin, The latter’ one -of . the 
complainants . identified _as his — property 
On a search being made in the honse the,man 
shad evidently come from, it was sqon ‘apparent 
that the gang the police were after had ‘only 
just vacated it—that they had smelt a rat on 
the arrival of the police and made off._ In. ad. 
dition to'a pistol which had been récently fired, 
the bulk of the clothing and other property 
was found in the house. 


While the Captain Superintendent was at'|. 


Lamma Island a married couple reported’ at 
Aberdeen that while in their fishing boat at 
‘half-past four on the morning of the 24th, 
another fishing boat had held ;them up, off the 
north point of Lamma Island, the man ‘being 
robbed of a pair of bangles and a small sum of 
money.”

THE OVERCROWDING QUESTION. 


A special meeting of the Hongkong Sanitary 
Board was held yesterday afternoon to consider 
what further steps are necessary in dealing 
with the plague, more especially with reference 
to overcrowding. ;The chair was occupied by 
‘the President (Dr. J. M. Atkinson, Principal 
Civil Medical Officer), and there were also pre- 
gent the Vice-President (the Hon. F. H. May, 
‘Captain Superintendent of Police), the Hon.

The Prestpent said—t'he object of this 
meeting is to consider what further steps are 
a necessary in dealing with plague, more especi- 
ally with reference to overcrowding. I am 
S convinced that overcrowding is an important 
a . factor in the causation of the recnrring 
zs epidemics of plague. That overcrowding exists 

in the Chinese domestic buildings .is generally 
admitted. .

z FER OF BRITISH SHIPS TO 
7 FOREIGN FLAGS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PREss.” 
Dear Sir,—Mauy of us have read with dis- 
may the paragraph that is going round the 
papers that British owned ships are nearly all 
to be registered under the German and Dutch 
flags because there ig a two thirds saviny in the 
wages of -the officers and engineers, especially 
just at present, when the Navy League at home 
is stumping the conntry from one end to the 
other trying to persuade a respectable class of 
lads to join the mercantile marine ino order to 
swell the ranks of the Naval Reserve. Truly a 
nice inducement to offer the lad who. if Fe has 
any go in him and seeks to muster his calling, 
may find himself ousted out of his own country’s 
ships by forgigners after serving a long ap- 
renticeship on small wages, in many cases a 
chilling a month. It was only the other day a 
Glen steamer passed through here with nine of 
her crew and quartermasters holding master’s cer- 
tificates. Whatisto become of all these men if 
the foreigner steps in and takes the bread out of 
their mouth? In the meantime the way to stop 
this would be to place such prohibitive duties 
on foreign ships as it woul’ make it impossible 
to run them without a loss. The officers and 
. engineers must put their foot down on this and

- There .is far“ more crime in 
the colony than the public or the Government 
is aware of, for the criminal classes haye no 
fear of the Chinese detective,.ratoer the reverse, 
they look upon him as a friend and associate, 


light, as the snfferers fear that if they -demand 
inquiry worse may befall them. 

‘Che attacks on foreign ladies do not excite 
China Town in the least, rather would they be 
a cause of derision and the perpetrators receive 
the sympathy. if anything, of the Chines 
public ; but let such occur to Chivese ladies and 
China Town would bo in a ferment and the 
guilty parties soon run to earth. 

Some of our Government officials have such 
an intense admiration for everything Chinese 
and the ancient Chinese civilization as compared 
to the mushroom growth of Europe that thoy 
might in regard to the above crimes take a note 
as {o how a Chinese official would deal with the 
failure of the detectives to get hold of the 
criminals, and in this case most Europeans 
would endorse the wisdom’ of the Chinese 
method. In;China the detectives would be held 
responsible for their failure to do their work 
(v. e. of course in a case where the official really 
wanted to get hold of the criminals, and be would 
certainly get there) and the detective would 
not only lose his position, but he would’ get 
imprisonment and bambooing, not to mention 
the incidentals which are-attached to imprison- 
ment in China in order to live and not die-there 
ander the prison regime. Europeans would 
hardly go so far as to advocate the extremes he 
would be made to suffer, but they might well 
ask that constant failure to detect such serions 
crimes as the recent assaults aud robberies should 
render the Chinese detectives who are respon- 
sible for the cases liab'e to dismissal for their 
incapacity or rascality, whichever may be the 
case. The position of the Chinese detective in 
this Colony is such on important and-.lucrative 
one that [ would guarantee thut were such to be 
the cons:quence of bis neglect he would have 
the criminals run to earth in less than forty- 
‘eight hours instead of sniggering in his sleeve 
at the ease with which he befools the “ Ban 
Chat” of a foreigner. 

If proof were wanting of the need for a 
radical change in our methods of dealing with 
thea Chinese resident in general.and the Chinese 
detective iu particular we have it in the lessons 
to be learned from the fiasco in connection 
with the taking over of the New Territory. 
You published in your columus, shortly after 
the Hon. J. H. Stewart.Loc bart's departure 
for home to report ou the New Territory, full 
particulars as to what was going on thore, what 
reception the British were to get when taking 
over their new possesxion, who were the insti- 
gators of that trouble in store for the colony, 
what form the resistance was to take, what was 
to happen to the landholders, ete. Did the 
Government act on the iuformation they then 
received? Ob, dear, no! Their detective staff 
knew nothing of such absurd nonsense as that 
reported. Their leading Chinese knew it to 
be utter rot. Their friend and cosdjutor 
“The Kowloon Commissigmer” never heard 
of such preposterous stories, he knew everything 
that was going on in China in general and 
Kowloon in particular and was ready to swear 
that the Chinese Government would never coun- 
tenance such a thing; if there was any trouble 
it was a popular movement or the intrigues of 
the secret societies. Yet the facts were known 
to nearly every Chinaman in the Colony and 
the subscriptions were raised in nearly every 
district ip Kwangtung.- It is true the bulk. of 
the money went into the pockets of Chinese 
officials aud their friends to swell their private 
hoards, but that is a mere detail, In Sunon 
the subscriptions were extorted, not. merely 
collected.

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AFFAIRS IN-THE PHILIPPINES. * 
_-INBURGENTS ‘AGGRESSIVE. 
no aire eet A a . | Manila, 24th May. 
7-22. Scouting parties from the various commands 
ran into amall bodies of insurgents yesterday in 
* almost. every direction that they attempted to 
‘penetrate. Major Pell took ont a couple of 
“troops of the 4th Cavalry, and searched over 
the country from San Fernando to Bacolor and 
‘San Roque. When approaching the town of 
. Santa Rita, the insurgents opened fire on the 
> . scouts, who quickly prot into position and settled 
‘down toa lively shooting match. The insurgents 
sent:for reinforcements, and under the increased 
: fire the cavalrymen retired in good order to a 
safer position, carrying several wounded wit 
them. ; 
Over in the Mateo Valley, the town of Mari- 
qnina, that has been burned and reburned, 
shelled and fought over half-a-dozen times, 
again flared up.and worried the scouts from the 
waterworks, who wore reinforced and succeeded 
in emptying the-town. . 
Between Pasay and San Pedro Macati the in- 
surgents were observed at au early hour yester- 
day morning, advancing toward the American 
trenches iu a line of skirmishers about a mile 
long. On closer inspection it was discoved that 
behind the skirmishers were a number of men 
engaged in digging new trenches. Two com- 
panies of the }2th infantry opened fire on the 
enemy who were reinforced by the workmen. 
The latterthrew down their shovels and grabbed 
‘their rifles, joining the others in firing. A‘bat- 
talion of the Idahos came on the line in addition 
to the two companies of tha 12th Infantry, and 
in the half-hours fight that followed it is re- 
ported that our loss ‘was’ two killed and two

For the eight 
months from ist July, 1898, the Exports to 
China more than doubled that of the same 
period the rrevions year, being 135,104,310 yards, 
against 64,374,802 yards, ‘It is interesting to 
notice that China has during this period taken 
58 per cent. of the total Export, which in 66 per 


‘cent. greatcy than the previous period, when the 


shipments to China only'amounted to 36 | er ent. 
of the total. At this rate of progression, and 
with a demand still unimpaired ty the heavy 
shipments that have come forward olrvady, the 
limits of the trade seem boundless and will be 
watched with some concern by. manufactures in 
Manchester. It is only reasonable to suppo-e, 
however, that these coarse, dureble goods will be 
the first to nttract attention 14 new districts, as 
they have inthe past, the finer und Fancy cloths, 
which are more or legs luxuries, only finding an 
outlet when the increasing prosperity of the comm- 
unity permits of the indulgence in more attractive 
though flimsier matemal. For the time being 
Manchester will hive to take a tack seat, so far 
as the new markets are cencerned, unless she can 
regain « fooling with her coarse cloths.
